A New Hotel? 


About 80 sat down to th® sec¬ 
ond regular monthly dinner of the 
board of trade held in the Utah 
cafe last Wednesday afternoon. 

I A discussion was introduced by 
a letter from the Lethbridge board 
jof trade requesting support in 
I their endeavor to induce loan 
I companies to locate here in the 
south country witli a view to mak¬ 
ing long term loans easier. A mot¬ 
ion way passed promising the de¬ 
sired support. 

R. W. Tolleetrup, representing 
the Mid-West company discussed 
the new proposed franchise and 
coinparo<l rates witli those (pioted 
in otlier small towns Ijy the CaU 
gury Power company. He asked 
for the support of the board when 
the vote takes place on Apyil 28. 

Pres. T. O. King-, speaking for 
Ray Knight, lirought up the sub 
ject of stray animals. He agreed 
with Mr. Knight in that there 
were too many strays about town 
and that the law should be enforc¬ 
ed. Several considered that the 
stray pound by-law was quite 
j well enforced at present. A gen¬ 
eral discussion ensued with every¬ 
one taking part. This took up 
much valuable time. Constable 
VanOrman said he would continue 
to do his utmost in keeping the 
streets free of strays. The board 
resolved to support the town stray 
by-law. 

The subject of a hotel for Ray-' 
mond was introduced by the pres¬ 
ident- T. Geo. Wood considered 
that a hotel was needed here. 
Many others agreed with him. A 
committee consisting of T. Geoi 
Wood, Win. Meeks, W. H. Zobell, 
L. D. King, C. W. Lamb amd H. 
S. Allen was appointed to investi¬ 
gate the pOBSibilitics of having a 
hotel Greeted.

Beet Land Plowing 

A f«w wonls roganling Spring 
plougliing for beets: Kach field 
will require individual treatment, 
but ploughing has the following 
points in its fav'or, and preparation 
should be infineiiced nc'cordingly. 

In order to pi*omote soil activity 
orpil life it sliould lie stirred 
dG 9 ly or plougliod, assimilating 
air and inoiMtnrc to furnish oxygen 
for soil baclerin. 

Land left nnpioiiglied for an ex* 
tended period iH'Oomes hard and 
unresponsivn to plant growth. 

Soil that bar been baked by ex¬ 
cessive moisture or lack of» culti¬ 
vation, is imu'h similar to h ‘'pud* 
dlprl” or sad noil. The soil part- 
iole?i have Iummi forced so closely 
together that iiKUstiue and air is 
lurking and n negative condition 
exists. 

Plonghing is a motiioil of ssn 
itatimi soil life. Soil bacteria 
dcvel^ip inertia or become in¬ 
active after a season of crop de¬ 
velopment. 

Soil gases and acids are poison- 
oufj unless oxygen is mingled with 
soil at intervals. You have no 
doubt noticed a sickening of the 
beet leaf nn hen soil sulution is dil¬ 
uted with “xeessiv*' \\ater until 
plant fooii and snflieient oxygen is 
not available. 

Newly ploughed soil will bake 
much quiokei than ex|>osed soil, 
therefore Y)low early, as .soon as 
land is sufficiently dry woik down 
thoroughly and leave until time to 
plant. Then reuiuk vith harrows 
fcW-yW r*f the drill. 

Sufficient moisture for gennin- 
ation can bu retained if ploughing 
is done early aud properly. It is 
being done every year, but it ic- 
qiiires strictest diligenee with 
each Operation. If your laud does 
not require ploughing. HurfacG 
work it deeply and thoroughly. 
To date the season presages a good 
crop. Plant early and give the 
beets every ehanee.

The new exeavatioiLs which liuvc 
been started on tlie Ralutiuo Hill have 
for their ultimate object the unearth¬ 
ing of the Puluoe of Augustus. A wall 
nearly 200 feet long and about .*>0 feet 
high has already c*oinc to light, and 
it is hoped that some good inaiblcs 
and other artistic objects which once 
adorned the residence of the Cae.«ur8 
will later he discovered. The i*alacs 
of Augustus actually consisted ot 
several buildings, including a tciuplo 
aud two well-btocked libraries of 
Greek aud Rutin ixioks. It is known, 
how’over, that many of the Iruperiul 
buildings were buried in eaiUiquuUes 
during the Middle Ages, and there 
arc hopes that a part of their treas¬ 
ures may' still be recovered from their 
remains.
